About 5 o’clock Saturday afternoon, 
J. N. Ross, living near Burrow in the 
extreme southeastern corner of Pon­ 
totoc county, was shot and killed by 
Jim Wiley, a tenant 
on his 
place. 
Wiley is said to have fired five or six 
shots, three of which passed through 
the body and one through head of de­ 
ceased, killing him instantly. 
The killing took place on the place 
occupied by Wiley and with the pos­ 
sible exception of his wife, there were 
no eye witnesses to the tragedy, and 
at the inquest held Sunday very little 
light was shed on i t 
It is sui dthat the two 
men 
had 
been on the best of term s and that 
Wiley had rented the place from Ross 
for another year. A few’ nights before 
the killing some one had posted a 
notice on Wiley’s place ordering him 
to leave the country in ten days. Al­ 
though it cannot be stated as a fact, 
some think that had something to do 
with starting the trouble. 
It is understood that Wiley claims 
self defense, and showed a place on 
the left shoulder of his shirt that 
looked as if it had been cut with a 
knife. Wiley surrendered himself to 
Mars Jamison, who brought him to 
Ada Sunday morning. The preliminary 
hearing will probably be held before 
Justice Denton at Stonewall the latter 
part of the week. 
Deputy County

and Sheriff Mitchell wfent to Stone­ 
wall immediately after hearing of the 
tragedy and 
with 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
Chandler conducted an 
investigation

Another of the old landm arks of 
the citizenship of Pontotoc 
county 
was removed when W. L. Cochran 
died at his home at Stonewall F ri­ 
day evening about 8 o’clock. 
Mr. Cochran was at least 85 years 
old, and during his long life had had

varied 
experiences. 
He was 
probably the last survivor of one of 
W alker’s ill-fated expeditions to Ni­ 
caragua in the early 50’s and 'In the 
disastrous battle which marked the 
end of the expedition suffered a se­ 
vere wound on the leg.

days he lay without any attention 
whatever and was then taken to New 
Orleans before the member could be 
amputaetd.

attention to m erchandising and stock 


raising . During the civil war be was 


clerk to the adjutant of the Choctaw 
regim ent 
Fe wmen ever lived in Oklahoma 
who held the confidence a n i esteem 
of all who knew him to the extant 
enjoyed by Mr. Cochran.
